They 
will evince interest the war whether 
will no, our obvious duty 
grasp the opportunity and enable them take 
fruitful and helpful interest the stirring and heartrend- 
ing events that are being enacted across the Atlantic. 

Never shall find more opportune time teach 
European geography. The war has brought about 
mighty hustling for maps the world, the 
presentation topographical outlines drug store win- 
dows, illustrated lectures European climate every 
street corner. Without the war, our children would have 
learned the geography Europe better than learned 
it; with the war they will get impression that 
will prove lively, vivid, detailed and indelible. Let us, 
then, permit them revel the map Europe all they 
want to. They are learning more than otherwise 
could teach them hundred years. 

Now, too, chance interest the children “how 
the other half lives.” They see picture the newspaper 
company Belgian infantry passing through Lem- 
becq-lez-Hal. funny looking someone 
exclaims. “They’re wearing little stovepipe hats and they- 
have got the queerest uniform!” Then let the teacher 
smile sagely and tell few things about the manner 
life that the people Belgium lead. The next step 
gest suitable reading. After that, certain that 
least several children that class will unconsciously con- 
stitute themselves authorities Belgium with all its 
works and pomps. 

And how the war affords cpportunity teaching 
history—real, live history the past and the present, 
not the canned history the textbook! day the 
newspapers bristle with the names cities that loom 
large the story the past. Not for the first time has 
Belgrade been beseiged “an Austrian army awfully 
arrayed.” The children will learn much comparing this 
war with that long list wars that have darkened the 
soil Europe with blood. 

But need not, should not, emphasize that aspect 
the case unduly. History, now understand it, 
not merely record wars; rather fascinating 
picture how men and women like lived and wrought 
under conditions and times other than those know. 
shows how civilization made false starts and met 
difficulties and grew inflated and then came once more 
its knees. shows how languages bridged provinces 
and stirred undying rancor. 

More than all else, the present war will enable 
let our children perceive the great, great truth that the 
world cannot without God. The history Europe’s 
past shows that; and so, alas, does the story Europe’s 
present. not matter melanchody significance 
that there stands magnificent palace peace the 
Hague, vast pile designed the symbol man’s 
triumph over the demon war? ironically 
have events shaped themselves within the shadow 
that palace peace that was reared, like the tower 
Babel, the spirit human self-sufficiency! All the 
monarchs Europe were invited discuss plans for uni- 
versal peace, all but one. That one ruler who was not 


consulted was old man with universal following and 
history behind his throne that makes the proudest mod- 
ern nation but puny thing mushroom growth. That 
old man Tiber’s banks was not invited the peace 
conference, though millions people throughout the 
world hold him the vicar the Prince Peace. 
But the Pope stood for spiritual power spiritual

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ideals, and the Hague tribunal was formed the spirit 
human wisdom, dedicated peace virtue the 
mailed fist. And lo, today, men cry for peace, and peace 
there none. 

Let our children get some notion all this. And let 
them farther coming nearer. Let them look into 
their own hearts. And there they will see miniature 
the condition that obtains Europe today. there not 
eternally war within when fail take God into 
account? For many years Europe has impersonated the 
poet Thompson’s “Hound Heaven.” has fled from 
God. has turned “hearted casements curtained red.” 
has looked into the little children’s eyes. has gone 
back nature. has feared the pursuing love, lest hav- 
ing Him, must have naught beside. has hardened 
its heart against the voice that cried shriller and 
sweeter than all the four winds the world. And now 
its spirit self-sufficiency smitten the knee, stripped 
sleep; has shook the pillaring hours and pulled its 
life upon it. And history has become for “the dust 
the mounded years.” 

not wish for war. The thought its horrors 
and its sufferings sickens and appals. kneel, united 
holy charity with the white-haired Pope, and ask 
God stay the carnage. But war must be, let 
least learn from its salutary lessons.

How St. Teresa would have 
laughed him!

All over the land the young teacher about make her 
debut. may only section primary class that 
given into her hands, but all events her life work 
beginning and these are momentous days for her. Only 
those who have had the experience can understand 
the heartache and worry and annoyance the first few 
days class. 

There much good advice floating about that 
may seem impertinent offer any here, but the plight 
the young teacher needs all the moral support available, 
and the advice will out. Here is: Don’t talk. Let 
those first days class days almost monastic silence. 
Ask few questions possible; never use words when 
signs will serve your purpose; don’t try tell stories 
amuse the little ones; don’t preach inopportune sermons 
suggested zeal that not according knowledge. 
Above all, don’t scold, threaten nag. 

practically impossible for the average young 
teacher carry this humble advice excess. She may 
expand, she desires, after the first month when 
her grip her work sure and her nerves are steady. 
But for the present let her meditate the moral the 
following edifying little tale: 

Once there was man who owned dog and parrot. 
One day left them themselves closed room, 
the parrot her cage and the dog asleep the floor. 
Then the parrot sought amuse the dog. She whistled 
and called and said “sick ’em,” she had heard the dog’s 
master do.

What are you going about it? Simply get along 
quietly and sweetly you can. Harsh words will not 
any good, neither will frowns, impatient gestures 
caustic criticisms the powers that be. And above all, 


don’t tell your troubles the principal. For that day 
least he—or she—has troubles his own.

THE COURSE STUDY. 
Rev. Supt. McDevitt, Philadelphia. 

believe that the best interests our schools de- 
mand that should make the basis our school- 
work course study which while emphasis placed 
upon Christian doctrine and the traditional three R’s, 
yet all due consideration given the other so-called 
non-essential subjects and sometimes termed “fads and 
fancies.” believe this broader curriculum not only 
because these branches have educational value, but 
because the complex conditions our modern life, es- 
pecially the large cities, gradually forcing upon 
radical changes our whole educational system. 

likewise believe the more generous curriculum, 
because observation shows that where there are two 
schools—of the same character—each working under fair- 
reasonable conditions, fairly well graded and with 
absence overcrowding, the school that devotes itself 
almost exclusively the bread and butter branches and 
excludes all non-essentials does not better work, even 
the bread and butter branches, than the school 
which intelligent and due consideration given music, 
drawing, etc. 

Belief the broader course study always presumes 
that the teachers are prepared for their work and are 
teaching under normal, just conditions. forced 
admit that oft times our teachers are hampered 


not their creation, that their time, energy 


and skill are taken with the instruction the 
fundamental branches that there little opportunity for 
anything else. 

Our teachers should have fair chance; 
she ever well trained, can accomplish results 
class rooms crowded beyond all justice and reason. There 
need keener appreciation the part the pastors 
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what within the teachers’ duties, hence there should 
change the customs that impose upon teachers 
work that beyond their province.

Their teachers aim making them simple, clear, 
precise. Verily are the children darkness wiser their 
generation than the children light. After all, only 
the trivial things life that are complex; the great things, 
the true things, the things that matter—these are amaz- 
ingly simple.

Only thus can the expanding ideas 
the plastic mind grow into anything like consistent 
whole, and become “compacted and fitly joined together,” 
following the fundamental laws organic growth.

Concerning the grades our parish schools, efficiency 
may also defined the ratio the work actually done 
therein the work that might done all friction were 
removed. 

The parish schools were established for the purpose 
educating our Catholic children, “According the gen- 
eral acceptation the word, education stimulation 
and direction the free activities man, lead him 
acquire the perfection suitable his nature.” Whatever 
interferes with the realization this ideal may properly 
called friction, and far this interference 
overcome lessened, will efficiency increased. 

That the machinery the parish schools run smoothly, 
the many parts composing must kept good condi- 
tion and made fit well one with the other. The re- 
sule, under contrary conditions, will endless jarring, 
disastrous confusion and complete lack efficiency. 

Home Influence and School. Deserving due considera- 
tion, are the home with its influences; the school with its 
equipment, and the many personages naturally entering 
into the parish-school system. Claiming special attention, 
have the teacher with his training and fitness lack 
both, and the child with his physical, moral and mental 
possibilities; his defects and faults; his hopes and aspira- 
tions. 

The ideal held certain parents their children 
the avenue affluence, place the learned profes- 
sions. Parents should co-operate with their child mak- 
ing decision his future life work but wrong 
for them influence him unduly toward the learned pro- 
fessions, particularly when nature plainly intends him for 
the simpler walks life. Again, there are parents who, 
for utilitarian purposes, undertake curtail the school- 
life their children. Possibly these are even more repre- 
hensible than the former. 

Shifting All Responsibility School. find also the 
tendency shift nearly all responsibility the school. 
Parents seem convinced that teachers are, some mysteri- 
ous manner, invested with the qualities the philosopher’s 
stone, and that their chief business convert the 
baser metals into gold. Even were teachers thus favored, 
the principle co-operation the parents’ part would 
none the less imperative the gold would reach its proper 
degree refinement. 

the duty Parents see that the child prepares 
well the work assigned the teacher, that attends 
school regularly, and that never fails respect for the 
school authorities. would most detrimental, were 
parents criticize the teacher blame him for the 
slow progress made their child. good understanding, 
therefore, between parents and teachers great im- 
portance. 

That adequate results obtained, the school buildings, 
together with their equipment, should, least, approach 
the ideal. The parish schools are truly our peoples’ col- 
leges since the student life most Catholic children ends 
with the completion the grades. Consequently, the 
schools should afford the poor child every facility pre- 
pare for the battle life. 

Hygienic Conditions About the School. far prac- 
ticable, the school-building should remote from the 
noise and bustle every day life. essential that the 
classes well lighted, ventilated and heated. Sunshine, 
both material and temperamental, must characterize them 
would sustain the energy demanded for efficiency. 
The seating capacity ought adequate the number 
pupils, and the desks arranged correspond with 
the pupil’s physical development. Overcrowding should 
never tolerated. 

Everything necessary helpful for_the giving prac- 
tical lessons should found the class-room. Maps, 


charts, globes, and the like—not mention specimens 
illustrating nature study, history, geography and other 
specialties—are adjuncts importance, since the abstract 
has little claim child’s attention. There marked 
difference efficiency between schools provided with nec- 
essary apparatus and those destitute the means illus- 
tration. 

Every possible precaution should taken make our 
schools sanitary; the sweeping and cleansing, the water 
suppiy, the toilets, and the school premises generally must 
given constant attention. While may truthfully say, 
not the building that makes the school, with equal 
force may also remark, many instances, the build- 
ing and its poor equipment, contribute very materially 
unmake it. 

Choice Text Books and Efficiency. Although the 
best text-book must made intelligible the animated 
teacher, still the choice texts has great deal 
with efficiency. Uniformity should exist, particularly 
places where families are likely move from one parish 
another. Fads and frills are prudently and posi- 
tively rejected, but books that present their matter 
clear, forcible manner, with example, outline and sum- 
mary, are slight assistance, especially the teacher 
charge more than one grade. some children, the 
text-book dry and uninteresting one was the 
youngster the flyleaf whose grammer were found 
these lines: 

there should another flood, 
Then this book fly; 
all the world should submerged, 
This book would still dry.” 
Many educators, however, condemn the principle that 
study should made easy possible for the pupil. 
Our efforts frequently fail results because the modern 
tendency turn school-work into play. Moral suasion has 
its weight any well-organized school system, but put 
children under the impression that life one long holiday, 
give them handicap that only the most heroic can 
afterward overcome. work their heritage, and 
can impress upon them more valuable lesson than 
that making vigorous, persistent and thoroughly con- 
centrated efforts. The grades should pass through the 
pupils well the pupils through the grades. 

The Crucial Test Our School System. Recitations 
are often taken criterion which judge the 
child’s progress, while his ability think given but 
slight recognition. Neither the one nor the other may 
taken final standard efficiency. The crucial test 
our Catholic system the reaction later life strong 
character, pure living, lofty thought and generous deed. 

Nothing should left undone free the child from 
any physical disorder that might impede 
What will profit him gain much knowledge and lose 
his health? not greater blessing enjoy perfect 
health with the capacity fulfill the purposes life than 
possess much knowledge without the physical energy 
make proper use it? The value wholesome food, 
sufficient rest, deep breathing pure air, and correct 
habits dress, vision and position, should impressed 
upon our pupils, and they should warned against con- 
tagion every kind. Retardation and elimination—pro- 
lific sources inefficiency—are frequently the result 
bodily infirmity that, with ordinary precaution, might 

Expected literally, “little lower than the angels,” 
the teacher should, least, possess good physical con- 
stitution, more than ordinary intellectual acquirements, 
strong and pleasing personality, and truly sincere religi- 
ous spirit. 

Physical Welfare Teachers. The strain teaching 
great, particularly the oftentimes overcrowded 
classes our parish schools, that strong constitution 
imperative. Our teachers ought, therefore, lodged 
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suitable quarters with, least, the ordinary conveni- 
ences modern life. They have right good sub- 
stantial and wholesome food, and they should given 
time for physical exercise and recreation accordance 
with the prescriptions their religious rule. Unfortun- 
ately, some our parish school teachers are the victims 
system that demands the impossible them. 
their work could arranged that they might experi- 
ence more the joy living, there would fewer 
broken-down constitutions among the grade teachers and 
their efforts would more fruitful. 

That the parish school teacher should 
trained for his work, goes without saying. This training 
ought not confine itself methods only; thorough 
course academic work should also afforded. Teachers 
are, doubtless, need those studies that tend develop 
thought and that suggest the larger educational problems. 
Even those employed the parish schools need the in- 
fluence the University that doing the advanced and 
more progressive work education, 

Value Practice Teaching. Practice teaching being 
very helpful, the beginner would derive profit from 
stated period experimental work under the guidance 
efficient teacher. Advantage should also taken 
well-organized extension courses. teacher who active, 
who recognizes the responsibility his position and the 
needs the coming generation will anxious drink 
from the running stream. Study will make him enthusi- 
astic, and enthusiasm contagious. teacher should 
possess the respect and affection his pupils. should, 
however, guard against playing the demagogue and taking 
for his cue flatter cajole. Unpleasant and vicious 
traits must crushed out and severe measures are 
necessary. every circumstance, nevertheless, the teach- 
er’s principal thought should cultivate the divinity 
finds the child. 

The school successful teacher pleasant place 
and such teacher manifests great generosity toward his 
pupils. His more mature spirit carries them over all their 
little difficulties, and his sympathetic manner con- 
stant attraction the performance duty. 

Preparation for Each Day’s Work. mistake 
think that can carry our classes through the year with 
the amount steam raised for the opening session; each 
hour will bring its difficulties. Careful preparation for 
each day will prove very efficacious. This holds, partic- 
ularly, the case teachers spending many years the 
same grade; routine disastrous. 

each our teachers recognized that the man 
behind the gun, and that the personality the soldier 
more importance than the weapon uses; tried 
possessed flesh that could bleed, nerves that could 
thrill, and sympathetic heart that would prompt him 
spend himself and spent the grand cause Catholic 
education; for the rest, little fear need entertained.

chism lesson well prepared and earnestly taught, and 
are zealous train the children holiness—thereby 
proving that seek first the kingdom God and His 
justice—may not confidently hope that, due season, 
all things else will added unto us? Let suffer the 
children come unto the great Teacher that may 
work them both will and accomplish that which 
shall make our teaching really efficient. 

Principal Should Direct and Encourage. Friction our 
schools would very much lessened and efficiency cor- 
respondingly increased each had its head, principal 
whose sole duty was supervise, direct and encourage. 
Very often the duties this office devolve upon the direc- 
tor directress but, tied down class, these are not 
position render any efficient service. 

The duties diocesan superintendent, generally most 
trying, are also most necessary the efficiency the 
school system. The superintendent ought not look upon 
our parish schools merely feeders for the institutions 
higher learning. should his effort arrange the 
work the grades that may reach the ninety and nine 
who are destined remain the valley well the 
one who may hope reach the heights. ought, 
intimate terms with the religious superior whom 
should advise and encourage the efficient placing 
worthy subjects the mustering out the incompe- 
tent. The improvement teachers under him can best 
accomplished allowing them the greatest possible 
freedom. Genuine teachers will conceive their own 


methods; difficult for them work ready made 
pattern. 

has justly been remarked that phychology and educa- 
tional philosophy often through the world unwed 
practice. judicious use lesson-outlines, and 
bringing his teachers together for mutual advice and en- 
lightenment, the superintendent can much reconcile 
theory with practice. Isolation not good for teachers; 
each should know what the other 
Pedadogical papers, discussions, lectures and 
will found great service promoting efficiency. 

Religious superiors may assist the cause especially 
the proper training and disposal their subjects. They 
are bound protect the interests those who are too 
young comprehend what best for them and too weak 
defend themselves even wronged. Local conditions 
may render success difficult where change might insure 
superior work, but frequent changing teachers 
veritable source inefficiency. 

Vocational Training Our Schools. Able thinkers and 
writers have given the subject vocational training seri- 
consideration and many are the opinion that more 
less should introduced into our parish schools. 
American children are said surpass others their will- 
ingness things and their unwillingness think 
logically, consecutively and deeply. Vocational courses, 
properly presented, would possibly offer the safest guide 
our young people selecting avocation, but owing 
existing circumstances, they can carried with 
only limited success the parish schools. 

cannot hope meet the situation without material 
expansion equipment, courses and teaching 
force. The question finances quite naturally presents 
itself. Again when and where are teachers trained, 
and from what source are their necessarily-augmented 
numbers spring? Our normal institutes are, present, 
poorly adapted for the preparation teachers for voca- 
tional schools, and vocations the teaching orders are 
not the increase. the matter manual trades, the 
teaching Sisters will scarcely their element and, 
since the great majority our parish schools are their 
charge, the consideration becomes all the more pertinent. 
These thoughts should give some concern before 
launch forth comparatively unknown sea seek 
port whose whereabouts are, say the least, un- 
certain. 

Eliminating the Unnecessary From Curriculum. Some- 
thing added the curriculum means also something sub- 
tracted, but that much unnecessary matter should elim- 
inated, most educators are ready admit. Arithmetic, 
for instance, problems such foxes chasing hares, frus- 
tums cones, partial payments, foreign exchange and 
some others are neither necessary nor important. Again 
the niceties grammer are magnified some teachers 
whose pupils lose much time performing feats dia- 
gram, thoroughly exploring dense forests un- 
profitable technicalities. The weightier things law, 
such the ability write good letter express 
one’s ideas clearly and logically, are considered quite be- 
neath notice. the study geography, map questions 
are frequently only vexing puzzles requiring too much 
time and energy. The burden meaningless dates his- 
tory and the memorizing unnecessary data become 
daily more unbearable. The revision texts and the in- 
troduction branches more directly accord with pres- 
ent-day requirements, will materially promote efficiency. 

When our parish school system provides the pupil every 
facility that will enable him come out well developed, 
symmetrical being—physically, intellectually, morally and 
spiritually; when develops the attributes thor- 
oughly self-governed individual, prepared for good citi- 
zenship both church and state, then have met the 
conditions what constitutes efficiency our parish 
schools.

The great literary artist must necessity prince 
letter writers, may, true, trying corre- 
spondent far his personal friends are concerned— 
and our own day postal-cards and night letters such 
often not the case—but the larger sense can- 
not other than writer letters from the heart and 
the heart.

Such the 
impression one gets from the detailed record his life, 
from the delightfully intimate glimpses his character 
given his friend and disciple, the Bishop Belley, 
and from the habitual tone his writings wherein, 
Fenelon said, everything pleasing and consoling. 

Savoyard birth, St. Francis reaped his youth 
the advantages noble and pious upbringing and made his 
studies successively Roche and Annecy, with the 
Jesuits Paris, and Padua where studied law.

Shakespeare, may 
reasonably conjecture, held his greatest dramas but 
slender regard; and St. Paul, when penning that burning 
description charity had thought mere literary dex- 
terity. simply another proof the great truth 
life that man’s greatest power his unconscious power. 
St. Francis, then, was his own eyes but poor specimen 
author; yet his stylistic merit high that his 
writings have been proposed models the French 
Academy. 


The writings St. Francis Sales are noted for 
their wealth comparison and illustration. With more 
restraint, course, and bit less the fantastic, was 
this respect quite the Francis Thompson his day.

From the Chinese sages and Marcus Aurelius Poor 
Richard and Karl Hilty the world has ever welcomed 
books practical wisdom. Many such books hold 
honored place literature account their fidelity 
depicting human life and the directness with which they 
the hearts men. Now the writings St. Francis 
Sales are among the greatest and most enduring 
these.

Besides the catechism and Bible History, catechet- 
ical instruction should also embrace, far 
Liturgy, Church History and Church Music. 


III. The Method Catechetical Instruction. 

three branches catechetical instruction should 
not treated successively, but simultaneously, e., cate- 
chism, Bible History, and complementary instruction 
come one after the other, but interpenetrate one an- 
other. 

Elementary catechization, e., the lower grades, 
should principally imparted means biblical illus- 
trations. the selection matter the catechist should 
limit himself what necessary for these pupils. 

10. (Applies equally instruction the catechism.) 
the higher grades the catechist should not treat differ- 
ent part each successive year but endeavor through 
the whole catechism every two years, least through the 
essentials it. The fundamental catechism however, e., 
those doctrines that constitute the essential parts Chris- 
tianity, should treated review every year. 

important point Christian Doctrine should 
overlooked catechetical instruction, even not 
thoroughly understood the children, less prac- 
tical value for them. 

12. order better attain the end catechetical in- 
struction, the catechist should carefully plan his matter, 
arranging according months and weeks, and also 
draw practical schedule the lessons. 


Means Teaching. 

13. (A) Mechanical Uniformity.—The catechist 
should devote the greatest care those doctrines which 
are greatest importance for the Christian life, and 
should see the first place that all children are thor- 
oughly familiar with them. 

14. (B) Stage Apprehension Notice the Sub- 
order that the children may get correct no- 
tion the Christian doctrines, the catechist should: (1) 
Strive make his teaching perspicuous; (2) Use language 
within the grasp the children, yet; (3) However much 
may accommodate himself their mental capacity, 
must present the Christian truths them their entirety 
and scrupulously avoid all half-truths. 

15. The catechist should combine acromatic and erote- 
matic teaching; the purpose the latter two-fold: 
arouse the children’s attention and personal mental ex- 
ertion; and find out whether the children thoroughly 
understand and remember what they have been told. 

16. (C) The Explanation.—The explanation para- 
mount importance catechetical instruction: hence the 
catechist should devote great care it, being mindful 
the correct rules, that the children may grasp the re- 
ligious truths. 

17. (D) Catechetical order plant the 
Christian faith firm foundation, the catechist should: 
Give appropriate proofs the religious truths 
teaches; and Train the children make acts faith, 
with the help divine grace, especially after the ex- 
planation every doctrine. 

18. (E) Stage Assimilation—The end catechet- 
ical instruction not attained unless the children remem- 
ber least the chief truths the Christian religion. 
Hence the catechist should take care: That they study 
the catechism heart; and should have frequent 
reviews. 
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19. order train the Christian conscience the 
children, the catechist should: Continually apply in- 
dividual doctrines the concrete cases real life, e., 
draw from those doctrines consequences practical value 
for the age his pupils; moreover, They must 
brought practise themselves what they have been 
taught. 

Catechetical Training. 

20. greater need, and greater importance even 
than religious instruction, the duty the catechist 
train the will the children and fashion their hearts for 
Christian life. 

General Aids for Training the Heart. 
Catechization. 

21. All catechetical teaching should characterized 
unction, e., should arouse vivid religious emotions 
the heart, thus leading them effectively definite prac- 


tices. 
Use Right Means. 

22. The right motives means which the catechist 
should influence the heart are not natural but supernatural 
motives. They are especially; the goodness and love 
God for (Incarnation), His infinite majesty, His justice. 
All motivation however should tend awaken and nour- 
ish the love God the hearts the children. 

23. The catechist should take care that the children be- 
come grounded the Christian life the constant prac- 
tice virtue. Temptations offer especially frequent 
opportunity for the practice virtue; let the catechist 
train the children resist the visible and invisible enem- 
ies the Christian life. 

The Primordial Virtues. 

24. The catechist should endeavor train the children 
more especially earnest piety and Christian self-denial, 
serious and orderly work. 

25. should devote special care cultivating their 
hearts the virtues obedience, truthfulness and chastity. 
Necessary Conditions. 

26. Three conditions make for success catechetical 
instruction: 

The catechist must know how maintain discipline; 

far possible should make catechization light 
and agreeable; 

Above all must gain the hearts the children. 

Special Catechetics. 

27. Every lesson should constitute methodical unit, 
e., should revolve around one theme which the chil- 
dren apprehend clearly and distinctly. Moreover, the 
beginning each lesson the children should put 
the right disposition, e., filled with desire know the 
truth about explained.

SCHOOL EXERCISES BASED THE 
LITURGICAL DEDICATION EACH MONTH. 
Religious Teacher (Pennsylvania). 

The Church dedicates the month September the 
“Holy Cross.” From one point view seems 
most appropriate, that is, the great body teachers 
who must face their “Light Brigades” after two months’ 
vacation fun and frolic. The thought sufficient 
unnerve one, unless prepared with well matured 
plans surmount all these difficulties. The writer, having 
tried the following plan, and being repaid with most 
gratifying results, gives the ideas willingly and gladly 
others, trusting that thereby Christ’s kingdom may spread 
earth. 

Having for the past few years been giving religious 
instructions, objectively far practicable, that is, 
the aid pictures, home-made charts, etc., the idea came 
mind, whilst preparing enter the classroom the 
dreadcd “first day school,” have calendar drawn 
the blackboard each month and arranged such 
way that the pupils could see glance the liturgical 
dedication each month. For September cross was 
drawn, the calendar placed beneath and the “Month 
the Holy Cross” artistically arranged around rustic 
letters. weekly compositions were expected from this 
grade, the thought occurred that more fitting subject 
for the first week could had than “The Holy Cross.” 
period fifteen minute prepared talks and select read- 
ings the subject was given the pupils for four suc- 


cessive days, beginning Monday. They were then 
given five minutes each day take notes and were 
1eproduce composition form all that they had listened 
during the week. Each pupil was obliged place 
his work the teacher’s desk Friday morning for in- 
spection, not correction. Friday afternoon the work was 
transcribed with care into good-sized composition book, 
the errors were then checked with red ink. The heading 
being artistically arranged each pupil’s skill would 
permit, German text, rustic letters plain print. For 
drawing during the first week each month they prac- 
ticed the calendar and Thursday afternoon they were 
able sketch with pen and ink into their composition 
books frontispiece for each month’s work. the 
page next was written piece poetry keeping with 
the subject hand, then followed the composition. This 
order work was kept during the entire term. was 
great pleasure note the care with which the pupils 
did their work, for each one knew that his work from the 
first day September until the close the school term 
would exhibited parents and friends. None were 
permitted any work over, for the motto for our 
school work done twice done,” and the 
class motto, “In seeking wisdom find God.” en- 
courage the pupils credits were given them from this 
work for drawing, penmanship and composition. 


Monthly Religious Compositions. 

the general plan this special composition work 
two subjects month were religious nature, begin- 
ning with the “Our Father,” next the “Hail Mary,” the 
Apostles’ Creed, the “Child Jesus the Temple,” the 
“Rich Young Man,” etc. For all these subjects much 
study and search was asked the pupils, but with 
little help and few hints the results brought pleasure 
the teacher and much religious knowledge the 
pupil. use the words reverend superintendent, 
who requested that these ideas passed other re- 
ligious teachers, “It teaching religion the children 
most interesting way, and one which will leave life- 
impressions the mind the child all that 
good.’ 

For the “Our Father,” each pupil memorized from 
DeHarbe’s No. Catechism, the entire explanation 
the “Our Father,” making grammatical connections for 
himself This took one week study previous the 
teacher’s talks and select readings the subject. 
matter what part the Catechism Church History 
the class may have been studying, for the time being 
the subject hand took the place all that, for 
teacher asks too much pupil she will get but little. 
the teacher’s query, Explain the “Our each 
pupil turn gave the entire explanation, without further 
questioning from teacher. The Hail Mary, the 
Apostles’ Creed, etc., were studied this way, too. 
took time and patience, yes. But patience hath perfect 
work, and the religious teacher should patient with 
her pupils; our Lord patient with us. 

Now all teachers experience will agree that the one 
great difficulty met with the school results from lack 
home discipline the parents. the early ages 
the faith, mothers brought their children look 
martyrdom signal favor Heaven, and prepare 
for self-denial and prayer.

Construction Work for the Grades 


Margaret Spencer, State Normal School, Kalamazoo, Mich. 


GRASS BASKETS 


There abundance natural material for con- 
struction and basketry which not being made use 
and which lies our very doors. The children have 
been roaming the fields and woods all summer and 
ought know where they could find cattails, reeds, 
rushes, marshgrass corn husks. This material may 
seem little crude compared with rattan, but the 
educational value making finished product out 
the crude material overbalances this objection. The 
child has face the same problem that our grand- 
mothers faced when they made door husks, 
wove sewing basket. also connects the study 
nature and the vacation life the child with school 


Beginning 


work. Any these grasses may cut during the 
summer, when they are green. little care taken 
cutting only the grass wanted there will less 
waste handling later. Let this dry dark room 
for week two. Before class time sprinkle well 
let soak water for five minutes. Then ready for 
use. raffia needles, needles having 
large eyes and some raffia, either natural color, brown, 
green, complete the preparation. 

interesting experiment take the natural 
colored raffia and dye some nature’s dye. The 
poke berries, walnut shucks, beets may suggest 
possibilities. Boil any these litth water. Strain 
and dip the letting stay until dark enough. 
Then hang over newspapers out the yard dry. 
The children may interested trying experiments 
home. Easy dyes may used too, with little less 


trouble, they may mixed with cold water and 
used once. 

Now. for the baskets themselves. The grasses are 
all adapted the coiled basket. Take bunch 
grass about one-eighth inch diameter for the 
start. Thread the blunt end piece raffia thru 
the needle. Wrap the other end around the bunch 
grass get hold. Then loop the grass make 
tiny ring, the smaller the better, and put the needle thru 
the ring and around the coil grass keep from 
slipping. this three four times, making the 
stitches look like star. Now the worst over. When 
the basket measures three coils from the center out in- 
stead going thru the center each time now put the 
needle under the raffia stitch the top the last coil. 


This will, the basket grows larger, give radiating 
lines out from the center. Hence sometimes called 
the ray stitch. Care should taken keep splicing 
the coil will even thickness. coil one quarter 
inch diameter good for larger baskets. Corn husks 
and especially, will work more easily twisted. 
the children will make baskets for some special use 
they may more interested it, making tray for 
nick-nacks the dresser. 

Corn husks and cattails work nicely making 
long braids and then sewing them together with raffia, 
the old braided door mats used be. Work baskets, 
doll hats, mats for doll houses may made this way. 

pieces grass get the floor during the lesson 
need not disturb the teacher, because minute’s time 
spent letting the children pick restores the room 
its accustomed order. 
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The Teaching Arithmetic 


Helping the frequently make the mis- 
take doing too much for the children instead doing 
with them. assigning lesson they say, “Begin here 
and take there,” and then leave the pupils their own 
resources. While this all very well some instances, 
many cases like throwing boy into river be- 
fore has been taught the rudiments swimming, and 
telling him “sink swim.” When the recitation time 
arrives, many are found have gone under, and the 
teacher does then for the pupil what should have 
done for himself, and would have done had the teacher 
worked with him little the proper time. The pupil 
with milk; his faculties must actively employed and 
wisely guided, but not overtaxed. 


Before assigning lesson, the teacher should see that 
the work covered has been sufficiently de- 
veloped; that the proper basis has been laid for the 
work advance. assigning the lesson, she should 
carefully consider the attainments and ability the 
pupil relation the work done, and then avoid 
making the lesson too long too short, too heavy 
too light. too easy, the pupil becomes dissatisfied; 
too heavy, becomes discouraged. requires the 
soundest judgment keep his appetite for work keen, 
his mental good. 


How prepare the lesson the most important ques- 
tion the pupils. They cannot proceed intelligently un- 
less they understand the aim the work that covers 
and what they are expected accomplish. Any needed 
help preparing should given before they are dis- 
missed from the preceding recitation. addition 
setting forth the aim and main points the lesson, diffi- 
cult words and new processes, any, should ex- 
plained. following this plan the teacher can save 
the class from waste time, discouragement, and even 
failure. New lessons frequently present greater diffi- 
culties the mind the pupil than the teacher thinks 
possible; hence the value few hints and the focaliz- 
ing the mind upon the proper point attack. 


the pupil may led discover for himself 
insight into new work should usually questioned into 
his mind. Judicious questions related matter already 
his mind lead him grasp the new ideas, the new 
application old ideas. few direct, incisive questions 
will usually lay bare the pupil’s difficulty. Another ques- 
tion suggestion should start him master it. The 
art putting good question itself valuable mental 
exercise, hence questioning should not confined the 
teacher, but pupils should encouraged ask questions. 

Subject Matter Arithmetic.—We have seen that the 
true purpose teaching arithmetic 
means practical end. proper recognition this 
purpose has recent years brought 
changes the subject matter properly included arith- 
metic. has been found that the mental discipline 
arithmetic can well acquired from the study 
topics that serve present useful purpose from those 
that not apply present conditions, from the use 
problems that are practical from those that are obso- 
lete. result the practical side arithmetic has 
been given greater emphasis, and subjects that longer 
have practical value have been omitted. Among such 
subjects are alligation, arbitrated exchange, obsolete 
measures compound numbers, progressions, duodeci- 
mals, equation payments, partnership involving time, 
“true” discount topic, cube root (unless factor- 
ing), and compound 

the same time the simple equation has been ad- 
mitted arithmetic, and most the topics retained have 
been given increased importance, particularly the funda- 


mental processes, decimal operations, percentage and its 
more important application, and the common problems 
business. 

The change the nature the problems used 
less marked than the topics presented. now well 
agreed that the problems arithmetic should drawn 
from the life today, and that all puzzles and compli- 
cated problems should omitted. the lower grades 
they should touch the children’s interests and adapted 
their mental abilities. all grades they should 
real—that is, such are actually met with the differ- 
ent vocations life. far practicable they should 
based upon facts with which children are familiar 
which appeal them worthy investigation. 


consegvative use groups “related problems” 
has been found helpful bringing arithmetic into proper 
contact with the chief phases business and industrial 
life, well giving pupils interest the quan- 
titative side the subjects thus made centers special 
study. The primary object these exercises, however, 
not give information the topics treated, but 
give the work arithmetic varied and interesting con- 
tent and impress upon pupils the value arithmetical 
knowledge aid clearer understanding these 
subjects. The statistical features should not carried 
extremes, nor should the groups problems 
extended cause interest lag. 


Arrangement the most important 
changes arithmetic recent years relates the ar- 
rangement the material according the growing 
powers the child. now generally recognized that 
children the primary grades are too immature 
profit purely topical arrangement. The pupil should 
not expected become thorough addition, for 
example, before makes the acquaintance subtrac- 
tion, easy measures, etc.; but should learn something 
it, and later should take again, each time 
meeting new difficulties, and increments adding 
his knowledge, his skill and his power, until the subject 
has been sufficiently mastered. This suggests that 
easy treatment most topics should followed 
more complete treatment later on. fact, the more 
commonly used operations should appear several times 
during the course. However, formal repetitions, except 
where needed and helpful, are not desirable. 

Primary Methods.—The history many “special 
ceeded another, each leaving its impre the practices 
today. now generally agreed that extreme 
“method” should adopted the exclusion all 
others. The trend toward choosing the best each. 
“Prove all things; hold fast that which good” 
wholesome injunction applied the use methods. 
The teacher should not limited the matter 
method, since that method best which each teacher 
can render the highest service the pupils. However, 
the experience large majority teachers that 
with strictly modern text the teacher will get better 
results following the sequence and methods given 
the book, except when there are special reasons for de- 
parting therefrom. safe say that all teaching 
should heuristic spirit. addition the appeal 
made observation stimulus thought, there 
should constant effort questioning lead the 
child feel that making progress, that 
growing stronger his work. 

Use the case with objects, dia- 
grams may often used great advantage showing 
number relations, illustrating important principles, 
and concreting the thinking problems. common 
fractions, areas, etc., not sufficient that the pupils 
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make use the diagrams given. Until they acquire 
fairly good idea the processes and principles, they 
should required illustrate and explain their work 
means diagrams drawn themselves. frac- 
tions, integers, the child should feel and know 
that dealing with things—with quantities and their 
relations—not with figures merely. for in- 
stance, should his mind one the four equal 
group objects, surface, solid. 

When certain area found, figure should 
drawn represent it, and this figure should drawn 
scale. This form construction value not only 
number work, but also the interpretation and under- 
standing maps, plans buildings, plots surveys, 

The Number Idea.—Pure number ratio—the ratio 
measured whole its measuring unit. This abstract 
idea much broader than the first crude notion 
number that the child gets from counting like things; 
must, therefore, gradually and systematically de- 
veloped his mind practice counting supple- 
mented abundant practice measuring. 

The two notions counting and measuring are 
closely connected. Without counting there can 
measurement; hence, stated, counting the funda- 
mental process number work, and counting itself 
involved measuring. When one has handful 
dollars and wishes know the value it—the “how 
counts it. starts with vague whole, and 
undefined quantity, and using one the parts 
unit measure finds out how many them would 
make the whole. This process makes known the 
value the quantity, which now measured whole. 
exact measurement the process essentially the 
same. piece carpet some yards length. The 
yard taken the measuring unit, and applied 
number times; but, applied, the measurer 
must count; otherwise when through will know 
more than when began. But counting pro- 
ceeds, finds, repeats the unit (say) times, that 
there are yards the piece. The vague whole has 
been made definite. The mature mind can see much 
more this process than can that the school child, 
but time and many repetitions the measuring process 
its various forms will slowly but surely develop the 
latter until can grasp the idea relation, the con- 
cept ratio.

The best, and usually the most direct, form 
solution should sought. When practicable, the 
work may indicated and the computations shortened 
calculation. 

The value solving problems for the logical training 
gives leading the pupil think closely, promptly, 
and accurately even more important than the mere 
fact obtaining the answer. This training will have 
indirect benefit quite apart from the mere power 
gives solving problems. the pupil has been taught 
think carefully and logically solving his school 
problems, will exercise the same careful thought 
when comes attack the problems everyday life.

should have place the daily program, that well- 
planned systematic work should done spelling, 
and that there truly method “pedagogic way” 
teaching it, there the teaching any subject. 
“Incidental teaching” failed always will Any 
incidental teaching should regarded with little 
suspicion, for things that are taught incidentally are not 
taught all, The worst effect this incidental teach- 
ing spelling is, that leads pupils regard the mat- 
ter spelling little importance. 

The embarrassment resulting from lack che 
knowledge correct spelling surely the most annoy- 
ing. The ability spell well not mark especial 
distinction, but the ability not spell well is, Goold 
Brown says, “truly disgraceful.” Accuracy the use 
the mother tongue spelling, well compo- 
sition, now regarded one the marks even 
fair education. least fact quite generally 
known that the world disposed regard him who 
cannot spell, something ignoramus. And 
without considerable degree justice? cannot 
understand why good spelling not indication 
orderly thinking, and the ability think well evi- 
dence mental strength. 

The task learning spell all ordinary words 
usage would shorn many its terrors this 
were considered, namely, that the average vocabulary 
contains not exceed 3,000 words, nearly all which 
are words one and two syllables, and which are met 
with before the age twelve, the first six years 
school life. The vast majority these words are 
seldom misspelled. Then the whole matter learning 
spell settles itself not very large number 
ordinary words, and matter that should not prove 


THOUGHTFUL PRACTICE 


Pupils learn spell thoughtful practice spell- 
ing, and this sort practice secured rigorous 
drill words that are liable misspelled and not 
conning over and over long lists hard 
words seldom used, nor frequent, monotonous 
repetition words never misspelled, nor careless 
slipshod work words “just any kind.” Too often 
teachers and the makers spelling books seem 
forget this, and will include under the head spelling, 
many exercises which have some value themselves, 
but which have little indeed with the simple mat- 
ter spelling. 


CONSTANT USE AND PRACTICE 


Constant use and practice and never-failing watch- 
fulness and correction are the things that make good 
spellers. Nobody ever became good speller any 
other way. one ever became good speller 
the mere learning rules, There must careful 
training the eye and the ear the right formation 
the word. Investigations conducted many quarters 
both Europe and America show most children 
eye-minded, e., they get their percepts the order 
letters words seeing them they appear 
print script.

CORRECT PRONUNCIATION 

Correct pronunciation aid correct spelling. 
Therefore, when word spelled, should pro- 
nounced. Much the trouble encountered the teach- 
ing spelling due faulty pronunciation. as- 
signing the lesson, the teacher should see that every 
pupil can pronounce every But when 
comes the spelling the lesson, the wrong pronun- 
ciation should never given the teacher order 
secure the correct spelling from the pupil. so, 
simply substitute one error for another. spelling 
such signify and delicate, children will some- 
times put where the sound short comes the 
second syllable. correct the error, the teacher will 
again pronounce the words, sounding the long. 
course the child will spell correctly, but the teacher 
has substituted error pron .nciation for error 
spelling. 

TOO MANY THINGS ONCE 

Frequently asked why, with all the efforts and 
devices made teach spelling, that few children are 
going from our public schools with adequate know- 
ledge the subject. The reason usually given, 
the unphonetic character our language. While there 
doubt much truth the statement, yet remains 
true that the analogies and phonetics our language 
attend the spelling vast majority the words 
it. Instead placing much the blame upon 
unphonetic character the language, should say 
that much the trouble results from endeavoring 
too many things once. For example, the manner 
handling some the requires 
that the child learn spell difficult words, learn their 
meaning, pronunciation, and use, all ‘ngle lesson. 
not think altogether fair require child 
that all these things once, especially when 
sees the word for the first time. While every child 
should know the meaning and use every word 
spells, these points should not taken while 
spelling. Isn’t better concentrate the attention 
the learner upon spelling; and accordingly that all work 
tending distract his attention from the special work 
learning spell should excluded? the study 
spelling, what the pupil needs consider first, not 
the finer shades meaning, the parts speech, etc. 
This sort work out harmony with the main idea 
spelling. regard more successful plan put 
emphasis the spelling and pronunciation one 
time, and the use and meaning another time. 
When pupils know how write without hesitating 
about their spelling, then time call 
attention meaning and use, and not before. 
think sometimes that just the reverse true actual 
practice. Children will learn the meaning and use 
many words before they know how spell them. 
words, what they need, drill and study 
the spelling words that they may keep that 
their knowledge meanings and use that they acquire 
association. 

SENTENCE WORK SPELLING 

have found that when too many things are demand- 
spelling work, the same time, that something 
usually suffers, and experience shows that most 
often the sentence-use and meaning.

spelling, should much prefer something like 
this: teaching carefully the spelling and pro- 
nunciation the words that were used the 
exercises, should endeavor find some good extract, 
story, some good book where good and 
sensible language abounds, and read the class. 
When the reading finished, ask the pupils write 
down list words that they recognize having been 
used their spelling lessons, and possible use them 
they were used the reading just finished. The 
first lessons will frequently show improvement

THE LINEN, ITS SELECTION, 
PREPARATION AND CARE 


While the kitchen linen may not elaborate 
fine that other parts the hou essential 
that the fabrics chosen best fitted the purpose 
which serve. The articles needed are toweis 
for the hands and for the dishes, cloths for washing 
dishes and holders for handling hot dishes. The school 
girl the home can easily make these articles and 
doing learn several the fundamentals serving. 

The choice the materials must based the use 
the article. necessary that holder thick enough 
prevent heat penetrating the hand, soft enough 
accommodate itself the shape the dish handled, large 
enough thoroly protect the yet not large 
that its edges and its corners are the way. holder 
needs frequent washing, hence, should made from 
materials which wash well, whether white colored, 
the housewife must decide for herself. Outing flannel, 
heavy gingham calico, soft denim cretonne make 
serviceable materials for the covers the holder. For 
the inner padding, wadding stockinet may used. 
The materials could brought from home, using pieces 
cloth left from garments draperies for the out- 
side and clean pieces stockings underwear for 
padding. 

For the dish eloth and dish wiper linen crash, glass 
crash, flour sacks which have been well washed, may 
used. Linen best because absorbs moisture 
readily, launders easily, wears well and not expensive. 
The bleached unbleached may used. selecting 
attention should given the firmness and evenness 
the weave, and the weight and good 
piece should smooth with few knots the surface, 


soft and heavy. Glass crash, which usually barred 
with red blue threads, makes smaller softer towels.

FOR MAKING KITCHEN SET HOLDER 


Material for covers, one piece 12x6 inches, or, two 
pieces 6x6 inches. 

Material for padding, one heavy piece inches, 
two thin pieces the same size; one small brass 
ring; number thread. 

Cut the piece used for covers into two six-inch 
squares. Locate the exact center folding diagonally 
opposite corners together. Whee the diagonals cross 
the center. This should done very accurately. 
Turn all four edges the wrong side and crease 
well. Locate the exact center the wadding stock- 
inet used for padding. Lay the padding onto the 
wrong side one the covers and pin the centers 
together, keeping the corners even. Baste carefully all 
the way around the squares one-half inch from the 
edge, using the even basting stitch. The edges the 
padding should come just within the edges the 
cover. one corner, one-fourth inch from the point, 
fasten the brass ring sewing and over 
the padding. Prepare second cover like the first. 
Having warp threads, the threads which parallel the 
selvedge both covers parailel, lay the wrong side 
the cover the uncovered side padding and pin the 
centers Baste again one-eighth inch from the 
edge. Care must taken that the corners are true 
and that covers fit each other exactly. Beginning one- 
half inch from the right hand corner, overhand the two 
covers together. Let the stitches fine even and 
close together. When overhanding completed take 
the last stitch twice, slip the needle back under three 
four stitches, draw the thread tight and cut close the 
stitches. Fasten the covers and padding the center 
making several cross stitches over the center along 
the lines the diagonals. 

Towels and dish cloths are made alike. Linen crash 
one and one-fourth yards, glass crash one yard. 
Number white thread; eight inches three-eighths 
inch tape for loops. 

For dish cloth use one-half yard either material. 
Trim ends linen even with thread. Make quarter 
inch turn the wrong side and crease firmly. 

Turn again the same side three-eighths inch deep; 


baste snugly with even basting stitch. This should 
done accurately since the threads are coarse enough 
followed easily. Hold the main part the towel 
toward the worker with hem side up. Begin the right 
hand end hem. knot should used. After 
drawing the first stitch leave about one inch thread 
which then turned the left, caught and held the 
succeeding stitches. When hemming done, overhand 
the ends the hem neatly. putting the hem 
the other end care must taken turn the hem 
toward the same side the other end. 

The hand towel differs only that may longer 
and that tape loop put each end. For each loop 
four inches three-eighths inch tape needed. When 
basting the hems the hand towel leave inch 
space the exact center. Place the ends the tape 
side side, taking care have the same sides up. Lay 
flat the towel the center and slip well under the 
hem and baste into place. Turn tape against hem and 
fasten firmly against hem with hemming stitch.

The Triple Alliance 


1879 Germany and Austria formed alliance for 
protection against Russia. 1883, Bismarck strength- 
ened this alliance the inclusion Italy. Austria 
and Germany pledged mutual assistance attacked 
Russia, Italy and Germany attacked France. This 
the much discussed Triple Alliance. 


The Triple Entente 


The Triple Entente the product the Dual 
liance between France and Russia 1887, and informal 
understanding between England and France 1904, and 
England and Russia was designed Ed- 
ward VII. balance the triple alliance. 

addition the above factors the war, must 
overlook the forty years hatred between France 
and Germany, dating from the war 1870; the grow- 
ing English jealousy German naval and commercial 
growth; the ambition Russia complete the dismem- 
berment Turkey and make the Black sea 
Russian lake. 


Events Leading Declaration War 


July 23, Austria sent ultimatum Servia, 
charging that the assassination the crown prince was 


part plot conceived and fostered Servia. This 
ultimatum charged Servia with plots against the govern- 
ment Austria-Hungary, and demanded searching in- 
vestigation, with Austrian officials taking active part 
the work, and the summary punishment the of- 
fenders. They also asked the Servian government 
guarantee that anti-Austrian agitation should stamped 
out Servia. Forty-eight hours were given for 
answer. 

Meanwhile the day following the announcement 
the Austrian ultimatum Russia was heard from. The 
government the czar, was stated, could not remain 
indifferent Austria’s demands Servia, which 
was attached blood. Russia asked that Servia 
given additional time which make answer. the 
following day, Servia returned answer unsatisfactory 
Austria. this reply Servia yielded all points 
the ultimatum except the conduct the invesitgation 
Austrians only. Austria immediately withdrew its 
embassy from Belgrade, the capital Servia, and moved 
its army, already partially mobilized, the Serb fron- 
tier. Meanwhile Servia also called its troops arms 
face its third war within couple years. 

Russia followed her threats calling five army 
corps the colors, matter 200,000 additional 
soldiers. The German kaiser, yachting Norwegian 
waters, heard the trouble which his ally, Austria, 
had become involved and rushed back Berlin 
take command the German situation. The German 
government immediately issued statement which 
expressed approval the Austrian demand upon 
Servia. 

July 28, Austria declared the Servian answer 
her ultimatum unsatisfactory, and declared war 
upon Servia. Almost immediately its army began 
attack upon Belgrade, the capital Servia. Russia im- 
mediately moved her troops towar! the Austrian fron- 
tier, and July 29, the Austrians occupied Belgrade. 

Germany and France under cover official secrecy, 
began preliminary mobilization their armies. 
Russia military preparations were redoubled. 

July 30, Germany demanded that Russia cease the 
mobilization her troops within twenty-four hours. 
The czar refused consider the proposition and the 
involved nations rushed their plans for mobilization. 

the meantime Sir Edward Grey, the British for- 
eign minister, proposed the powers plan joint 
mediation. France and Italy immediately agreed 
the proposal. The German and Russian replies were 
delayed. August Germany declared war Rus- 
sia. Francé mobilized her army, but Italy declared her 
neutrality. 

August German crossed the French 
frontier and reports came skirmish between out- 
posts the two great armies. Aeroplanes and big 
German dirigible balloons were called into service. Eng- 
land called out its naval reserves and prepared for call- 
ing out its entire army. 

border outrages Germany sought make France 
shoulder the burden declaring war, but France, realiz- 
that, she was have England’s support, Germany 
must take the aggressive. Not until Germany had 
partially mobilized did President Poincare the 
French reserves the colors; the tearing French 
tracks and the seizure French locomotives provoked 
retaliation; even when France saw herself menaced 
thru the German occupation, August the neutral 
grand duchy Luxemburg, and the violation Bel- 
gian neutrality the seizure Arlon, important 
was English support that grave peril herself she 
delayed her military movements. 

The next great event occurred August when 
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Great Britain declared war Germany. The direct 
cause this declaration was the invasion Belgium 
the German forces. Belgium had declared her neu- 
trality, but Germany had demanded the right cross 
Belgium order attack France. The German army 
declared its intention invading Belgium. the 
morning August England sent ultimatum 
Germany demanding that the neutrality Belgium 
respected, Germany was given until midnight reply. 
The German government refused give the guarantees 
asked, and England instantly declared war. The great 
English home fleet battle ships was sent sea with 
orders “capture destroy the fleet the enemy.” 

Germany voted billion dollars for war purposes. 
England voted half billion for the same purpose. Bel- 
gium summoned her army, vote $40,000,000 for de- 
fense, and made ready oppose the German army.

August 
Emperor William Germany called out million 
more men, and England announced that she had raised 
her fighting strength 600,000 men. The army 
Russia advanced along the Austrian border and the 
borders Germany, but made decisive movement. 
the meantime Japan had announced her intention 
assisting her ally, England, the struggle, safe- 
guarding England’s Asiatic territory. She accordingly 
sent Germany ultimatum ordering her evacuate 
her territory Kiau-Chau, China.

August the Germans captured Brussels, Belgium, 
after siege three days. The Belgian capital was 
removed Antwerp several days preceding the attack 
the capital city, Brussels. 

Cables with Germany were cut early the conflict, 
and direct nor trustworthy news has been received 
from Berlin. Each government suppresses news, and 
exercises extremely strict censorship over all press 
reports, permitting only that favorable its plans 
published. 

Early the struggle President Wilson announced the 
neutrality the United States. Our president has sent 
each ruler the peoples involved war offer 
mediate between them and help them secure peace 
the earliest possible moment.

St. Nicholas, Atlantic City, J., the Most Rev. 
Edmond Prendergast, D., Archbishop Philadel- 
phia, the eleventh annual convention the Catholic Edu- 
cational Association the United States was formally 
opened Tuesday, June 30. Within the church were 
gathered 500 more eminent Catholic educators from all 
sections the country.

More papers were read this than any previous 
convention. According the report the secretary, 
there are now 1,742 members the association; this in- 
cludes not only single memberships, but also institutions 
learning. the association there are seminaries, 
colleges for men, colleges for women and acade- 
mies. 

The different Sisterhoods were not well represented 
previous years, but otherwise the attendance was 
large. The large school building St. Nicholas’ parish 
offered ideal place for the sectional meetings. 

The Rev. McConnell, superintendent parish 
schools the Diocese Trenton, welcomed the repre- 
sentatives the association the Rudolf Hotel. 
spoke the small beginning the association Chi- 
cago 1903, and introduced Bishop McFaul, who also 
addressed the convention. 

The Bishop struck popular chord among his dis- 
tinguish auditors when said: “We want get our 
Church and her doctrines before the public. must 
let the people know who are and what stand for. 
There has been too much disposition keep our 
religion ourselves. are not united the way 
ought be, and our chief failing this respect our 
failure patronize our Catholic press. better in- 
stance the value the Catholic press can shown 
than the conditions existing today Germany, where 
there are 500 Catholic publications and where the Church 
flourishing condition. France, the contrary, 
little support given the Catholic press, and the 
Church suffers consequence.”

knowledge the growth and development our country. 

should strive create thirst for good, whole- 
some literature. 

Indirectly, through the lives great men, should 
teach our students the priceless value such virtues 
love country, self-reliance, perseverance, industry, de- 
cision, and energy. 

Make history real. The teacher should seek create 
such clear pictures and arouse such feelings, that the 
learner may able, the highest degree possible, put 
himself into the time and place the event under dis- 
cussion. Get the pupils more thinking and less 
memorizing. 

The teaching history offers excellent opportunity 
for interesting pupils good, wholesome literature. 
teacher should fail embrace it. Bright students with 
sufficient energy amount anything will sure 
read books some kind.

ficially who not soon struck with the great difference 
between the primary and grammar departments far 
mere numbers are concerned. falling off noticeable 
the fifth grade and becomes more marked advance 
the eighth. one ever hears eighth seventh 
grade being overcrowded. extremely rare for 
eighth grade large require the exclusive at- 
tention single teacher, whereas common enough 
the more populous school district find the work 
the fourth and fifth grades assigned two teachers. 

Nor this condition local. Catholic superintendents 
the country over recognize and deplore it. also pre- 
vails the public schools, but not the same extent 
with us. Besides, has been long existence that 
pastors and teachers have become satisfied with it, have 
come look upon perfectly normal and consequently 
see nothing remedy. But pause for moment 
view the situation, may well ask ourselves what be- 
comes the vast army children who leave our schools 
after passing through the primary department the first 
and second grammar grades. 

true that occasionally pastor may feel that owing 
the limited resources his command unable 
engage large staff teachers and content start his 
children life with the advantage Catholic training 
making provision only for the younger children. But 
seems that those places where the school popu- 
lation not large and the means support meager, still 
with little effort grade may added from time time 
the curriculum, until the full eight grades are installed. 
course, this would mean more labor for the teachers, 
but who ever heard them declining make sacrifice 
when the good their schools called for it? 

But where this excuse cannot offered pastor who 
had full graded school ought view with equanimity 
the drifting his children elsewhere. the grading 
the standard parents can have valid reason for 
great inconsiderateness and poor compliment the 
teachers who have labored with their children during the 
earlier and more trying years their formation. 


Among certain class Catholics there the feeling, 


deep seated and long standing, which seems have 
been transmitted from generation generation, that chil- 
dren are sufficiently well equipped for the great battle 
life soon they have made their First Communion. 
But know that nothing could farther from the truth, 
and pastors ought never relax their energies combat- 
ting idea false and pernicious. that age children 
are just beginning acquire intelligent grasp the 
truths their religion. The true meaning much that 
they have hitherto apparently mastered just beginning 
dawn upon them. with nothing than deep con- 
cern that contemplate many the boys and girls 
they out into the world after having spent eight nine 
years under the watchful eyes religious men and women 
what ought our feelings when see children bid- 
ding adieu their classrooms the day their First 
Communion? Can surprised learn that many 
soon life down moral shipwreck the great 
struggle with temptation? Can expect raise 
body stanch, intelligent, loyal and devout Catholic men 
and women out such weaklings? The Sunday School 
which such children may continue attend will poor 
substitute indeed for the day school they have left. The 
weekly lessons Christian doctrine from lay teachers can 
never make for what they have lost. word this 
custom cruel and heartless, contrary the best inter- 
ests child’s soul and body, alien the spirit the 
Church, and reprobated every intelligent man and 
woman. Too often but cloak for avarice. 

Again the plea put forth that very many our people 
are lowly circumstances and need the pittance which 
their children might earn bundle boys and cash 
For these would intolerable hardship com- 
pelled allow their children remain long school. 
The most meager acquaintance with the catechism and the 
three R’s must suffice. This idea filters down from father 
son and from mother daughter with intention 
the part parents ever affording their children better 
chance life than they themselves had. Pastors ought 
pay but little deference this contention. has been
